George M. Taylor, of San 
Francisco, Missing.

Aud D isappears in A ntelope Valley, 
All S earch fo r Him

A ntelope V alley eeem a to be chosen 
out by fate to be th e scene of m ore sen ­ 
sations th an any other stretch of lan d on 
the continent, an d its latest is of’a nature 
th at will create considerable excitem ent 
in San Francisco, for on F riday afternoon 
George M cA llister T aylor, a m em ber of 
the firm of 8. P . T aylor & Co., of 416 
C lay street, jum ped from a Southern 
Pacific train , seven m iles from L ancaster, 
and has not been seen since. T h e story 
' 
best 
told 
as 
n arrated 
by a 
passenger, w ho was on the train , and 
who conversed w ith a H e r a l d m an on 
tho subject. 
H e s a id : 
“ We left San 
Francisco a t 9 o ’clock 
on T hursday 
night, an d in th e S anta M aria, th e Pull­ 
m an car in w hich I 
was berth ed , I 
noticed George T aylor, w ho is quite 
well known in th e Pacific coast busi­ 
ness world. 
T here is nothing to tel* of 
until the tim e of the m ishap, for I did 
not pay m ore th an casual attention to 
Taylor and w ould not, therefore, have 
noticed anything being peculiar with 
him , 
even 
if 
such 
h ad been 
the 
case. 
A t 2:30 
P. 
m. 
on 
Friday 
afternoon we pawped M ojave, an d I went 
out on the platform of the sleeper to 
smoke a cigar and to tak e a b reath of 
fresh air. 
T aylor was o u t there too, and 
as th e train w histled along he sat down 
on the steps w ith his face looking toward 
th e west, an d therefore concealed from 
m e. 
R osam ond was soon left behind, 
and w hen we w ere about what I should 
judge to be 6even m iles from Lancaster, 
I was terrified to observe T aylor riBe 
to his 
feet 
a n d 
deliberately jum p 
from th e 
train . 
W o 
were 
rattling 
along a t the rate of about 25 m iles an 
hour, and I, of course, thought th a t it 
was all up w ith h im aa I hurriedly rushed 
inside th e car and pulled the bell-cord. 
It 
was 
som e tim e before th e 
train 
stopped, and it w as decided to go back 
and m ake a search for th e m issing m an. 
8o out we struck, expecting to find him 
lying b leediD g and m angled by the sido 
of th e track. 
A bout a m ile from where 
he had jum ped a gang of section m en new spapers, 
w ere 
at 
w ork, and we saw one or 
tw o of them comiDg down th e track to 
m eet us. T he country is level there, and 
w e looked ah ead for T aylor’s body, b ut 
n o ta trace of it was to be seen. 
A junc­ 
tion w ith th e laborers was soon m ade, 
and we asked th em if th ey had seen the 
catastrophe. 
Y es,’ replied one of them ,'w e saw the 
m an h it the ground after he jum ped,but he 
got up again in a m inute aud dash ed off 
am ong the yuccas.’ 
“ W e 
shouted 
for 
Taylor, 
but 
there 
was 
no 
response, 
an d 
as 
the 
conductor 
could 
n ot 
hold 
th e train any longer we went back to the 
cars an d cam e on to Los Angeles. 
The 
m atter was of course the only topic of 
conversation on th e w ay down, ar.d, tak­ 
ing everything iuto consideration, we 
cam e to th e conclusion th at young Tay­ 
lor m ust,be crazy.” 


ADVICES PROM LANCASTER. 
O n hearing th e strange story, the 
scribe at once telegraphed to friends at 
Lancaster for a corroboration of the 
story, and a t a late Loor last n ig h t the 
following priv ate telegram w as received 
in re p ly : 
“ Yes, George M . T aylor, of C lay street, 
San 
Francieco, 
jum ped 
from 
east- 
bound passenger train a t a point seven 


nfes and w ent around to th e re a r of th e 
house to h arn ess his horse to a buggy. 
A little later h e staggered to th e front of 
the house, exclaim ing th a t the horse h ad 
kicked h im . and th at he was dying. T he 
painters hciped him into th e house an d 
sent ior a physician. 
In about 20 m in­ 
utes th e m an was dead. 
H an d y 's own statem ent of th e case was 
that, as he went tow ard th e h orse in th e 
barnyard to lead him out to p u t him in 
th e shafts, th e anim al w hirled around 
suddenly an d planted h is heels in h is 
chest. 
T he m an was carried to th e 
m orgue, an d , strange to say, n o m arks 
save tw o m inute blue apota w ere to be 
fouud on h is breast, and there w ere no evi­ 
dences of inw ard fracture. 
It is probable 
th n t th e shock caused h is death. 


F e l l F r o m a . s c a f f o l d . 
Two p ain ters living in E ast Loa Ange­ 
les, w hose nam es are J . L . H ancock and 
H . B. GrolF, were seriously injured y e s ­ 
terday by a fall from a scaffold w here 
they w ere a t work. 
T he accident took 
place ab o u t 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
T hey w ere painting a dw elling house o n 
W alnut street, near M ain, when the end 
of the scaffold slipped out from the loop 
w hich held it in place, aud b oth were 
precipitated upon a cem ent sidew alk. 
Groff, w ho is an elderly m an, and th e 
fath er of H aucock, m et w ith serious in­ 
juries. 
O ne of h is legs was broken in 
two places an d the o ther in one place, 
an d h is h ead aud face was severely cut.

house, have a large factory a t T-iylors- 
ville, th irty m iles no rth of th e Bay City, 
on th e line of the N orth Pacific Coast 
railroad. 
T he firm w as founded by their 
father, th e late B. P. Taylor, w ho was at 
one tim e one of tho Supervisors oí San 
Francieco, and who, a t his d e ath , willed 
his business to h is widow (now surviving) 
and four sons. 
G eorge is about 28 years 
of age and of good, sturdy build, weigh­ 
ing about 175 pounds. 
He h as always 
been regarded as very steady in his 
habits, a nd w as m arried Rome tim e ago 
and established his hom e at th e family 
residence ou M cA llU ter street.

T he ladies of the m ovem ent m ost 
earnestly desire to m ake it a success, 
an d hope to produce decided changes in 
th e m oral tone of the city.

consistent w ith the self-suatainance of 
th e establishm ent. 
O th e r institutions having for their o b ­ 
jec t th e h ealthful, pleasant an d ennob­ 
ling occupations of th e leisure tim e of 
young wom en who e a rn th eir own living, 
it is hoped will follow as the progress oi 
th e w ork perm its. 
A t present, of course, everything m ust 
be begun on a sm all scale, a n d m any of 
th e d esirable things th e W om an’s Com ­ 
m ittee hops to do are far in th e future. 
B ut active w ork has been begun, and it 
ss necessary for the success of the en ter­ 
prise th a t all m en an d wom en having 
th e good of the growing y o uth of both 
sexes a t heart, shall contribute what they 
can in th e shape of earnest, determ ined, 
continuous, and united effort to tight th e 
hydra-headed m onster, vice, which holds 
possession of so m uch of our city.

A rchitects M organ and P reston, who 
w ere appointed as experts to exam ine 
th e City H all tow er, have filed another 
report on the m atter, setting forth that 
d arin g a period oí six weeks they have 
m ad e several careful exam inations of the 
tow er a n d have delayed th eir report in 
ord er th a t they m ight judge of certain 
■ettlem ente th a t have taken place in the 
tow er, an d to note the effect of the 
w eight added thereon from d ay to day. 
T hey assum e th a t th e greater p a rt of this 
aattfem ent was caused by th e too rapid 
erection of the tow er as laid u p w ith lim e 
m o rtar a n d th e slow settling of the sam e. 
T his settlem ent has caused several sm all 
sm all cracks on th e interior of the tower, 
w hich, in their opinion, do not m aterially 
affect th e stability of the stru ctu re, and 
are such as m ight be expected under the 
circum stances. 
T he corner pieces of the 
tow er, which a re its principal supports, 
were found sound and free from defects. 
If all th e w ork h ad been laid up in 
cem ent m o rtar, m ore tim e taken and 
closer 
supervision 
of 
th e 
work 
been m ade, no trouble w ould 
have 
arisen. 
In 
a 
structure 
of 
this 
ch aracter w ith so m any different m ater­ 
ials used, an d a lack of hom ogeneity, 
both in size a n d kind, the stability of the 
stru ctu re is largely effected by the intel­ 
ligent supervision of th eir putting to­ 
gether, and nothing but th e utm ost care 
can bring a successful issue to an under­ 
taking of this kind. T hey recom m end 
th e carrying out of the reductions and 
m odifications as form erly suggested by 
th em , including th e reduction in the 
cornice, frieze an d clock story, and the 
rem oval of all th e defective terra cotta 
caps, bases an d sills, and o th er defective 
w ork o n m nllions, and careful replacing 
w ith sound m aterials.

T h e progress of th e city is now here 
m ore noticeable th an along the banks of 
th e Los Angeles river, and particularly 
a t crossings. 
Four years ago, w hen the 
great flood cam e down from th e h ead ­ 
w aters of th e Los Angeles river, from the 
Tejungas, and froui th e Arroyo 8eco, it 
sw ept every bridge from th e stream 
along the city front excepting th e cov­ 
ered bridge a t th e foot of M acv street. 
This is true of all th e railroad bridgeB 
excepting th at of th e San Gabriel V alley 
road, now 
he A tchison, Topeka and 
S anta Fe. 
- e approaches to th is via­ 
duct were w ashed aw ay, and th e covered 
bridge was so badly wrecked as to be 
very dangerous even for foot passeDgers. 
W hen th e viaducts now being con­ 
structed are all com plete, the city will be 
excellently provided in this respect. The 
Southern Pacific railroad is u tte rly be­ 
hind the spirit of th e age in th e m atter of 
bridges. 
The river going out no rth 
tow ards San Francisco is crossed by th is 
road on an old row of piles in th e m anner 
of th e backwoods. 
T he road, going o ut 
east tow ard Y um a, crosses on a sim ilar 
old ram shackle affair of piles. 
F o r four 
years there has been no end of talk 
about putting up tine, iron viaducts at 
these points, but th u s far the whole affair 
has begun and ended in m ere words. 
A t B uena V ista street th e city h as put 
up a fine bridge. 
I t is juBt now about 
the only safe way across th e riv er, ex­ 
cepting by th e old covered bridge a t the 
foot of Aliso street, and on K u b rts 
street. 
A t the Downey avenue crossing, a good 
deal of work has been done on th e new 
bridge. 
Delay has been incurred by th e 
failure of tbe iron to arrive as it had 
been contracted for. 
I t is said now to 
lie near at hand. 
Preparations have 
been carried a s far as possible in th e ab 
sence of these supplies, and w hen they 
arrive th e work will be pushed. 
The 
cable com pany has m ade nearly all its 
preparations to operate its system into 
E a st Los Angeles, and this project de­ 
pends on the com pletion of th e bridge. 
T he viaduct, including the wagou a nd foot 
roads, and th e cable road track is to 
cross above tn e S anta Fe and o th er rail­ 
road tracks. 
T be elevation begins at 
the intersection of A urora Btreet, on this 
side of th e river, an d reaches an altitude 
sufficiently high to pass over th e S anta 
Fe trains at th e ban k of the riv er. 
The 
bridge keeps on across the river a t the 
sam e elevation, an d after crossing th e 
tracks on the east side of th e riv er, the 
viaduct com es dow n to th e level of 
Downey avenue. 
T he abutm ents are all 
in place, aud th e tim bers are on the 
ground for th is work. 
A great em b an k ­ 
m ent is being dum ped at th e east-side 
crossing to carry th e viaduct over the 
tracks. 
T he H erald gave a day or two ago 
some account of th e backw ard condition 
of work on th e F irst-street bridge. 
The 
viadnct here is to ru n above th e railroad 
tracks on both sides of the river, an d it 
will take a good w hile to do th e am ount 
of work required. 
A t N inth street the 
old First-street bridge has been re-rected 
T here is som e dispute and consequent 
delay about the com pletion of work on 
th is, but w hen th e 
obstacles are re­ 
m oved and th e work perform ed, th is 
will be a very serviceable crossing. 
At 
Seventh street a new bridge h as been 
built which needs som e finishing touches, 
b u t it is used now by thoee dwelling 
n ear it. 
The cable-road h as to bridge th e S outh­ 
e rn Pacific tracks on 
San 
F ernando 
street at its own proper cost. 
T he ele­ 
vated viaduct will begin near th e foot of 
U pper M ain street, and, paralleling the 
Capital m ills, will continne on past the 
freight-houses of th e railroad, descend­ 
ing to the street level after crossing the 
tracks of th e railroad com pany no rth of 
th e intersection of M ission street and 
San F ernando street. 
T here is one o ther bridge th a t should 
be m ade as soon as possible. 
T h at is 
th e elevated viaduct proposed to carry 
traffic along A urora street from th e San 
Fernando intersection to th a t on Buena 
V ista street. 
T his passes over some 
score of tracks in th e Southern Pacific 
C om pany’s yards, aud w ill be a very 
great convenience to people in th is part 
of th e city. 
W hen all th ese are done th ere w ill be 
seven good bridges across th e riv er. This 
does not include railroad bridges.

A great deal of loose talk is now in 
dnlged in about th e new C h arter and its 
constitutionality. A n idea seem s to have 
pervaded certain m in d s th at, if any por* 
tion of th a t in stru m en t fails on account 
of conflict w i'h th e C onstitution and the 
general law s of th e State, th e whole 
m easure, tpio facto, becom es a nullity. 
I t is som e un ten ab le notion of th is char­ 
acter w hich has given b irth to the ab- 
eurdity 
th at 
th e 
new ly 
elected 
m unicipal 
officers 
m ay 
be 
kept 
o ut 
of 
th e 
places 
to 
w hich 
th ey 
w ere 
em phatically 
chosen 
by 
th e Bnffrages of th eir fellow citizens. 
It 
is not pretended th a t th a t portion of the 
C h arter u nder w hich the election was 
h eld is invalid, b u t it is claim ed th a t be­ 
cause th e Legislature passed it by reso­ 
lution it h as not becom e a law . 
ThiB 
claim w ould h ardly be countenanced by 
any conrt. 
T he C onstitution does not 
require th a t C ity C h arters sh all be rati­ 
fied by bill. 
A resolution of th e Legis 
latu re is sufficient. 
T he 
C onstitution 
sim ply declares th a t C harters th at have 
been adopted by a m ajority of th e quali­ 
fied 
electors of cities shall 
be 
ap 
proved by a m ajority vote of th e m em 
bers of each H ouse of th e Legislature, 
w hen th ey shall becom e th e organic 
law s of ench cities, a n d supersede all ex 
isting ch a rte rs of th e sam e. 
I t m akes 
n o difference, as far as th e validity of 
th e act is concerned, w hether such ap 
proval is m ade by bill or resolution, so 
long as a m ajo rity of the m em bers of 
b oth 
H ouses 
h av e 
placed 
th em ­ 
selves 
on 
record 
to 
th a t 
effect. 
T h e 
C h arter 
having 
b een 
ap­ 
proved by th e Legislature, in confor- 
m anee w ith th e provision of th e Consti­ 
tution, th e election held u n d er it was 
legally held, and th e officers elected at 
su ch election w ere legally chosen, 
th e p resent m em bers of th e city govern­ 
m ent, or any of th em , en ter upon a con­ 
test of this ch aracter, th ey will, in our 
judgm ent, com m it a grave error. 
I t is n o t a gracious act to question th e 
w ill of the people when th at will has 
beeu clearly 
and 
unm istakably 
pressed, as it h as been both in th e adop­ 
tion of th e C h arter and in th e election 
h eld un d er it. 
An appeal from the 
judgm ent of 
th e 
people, w hen 
d ubitably 
ex pressed, 
is 
anti-dem o­ 
cratic, an d th e H e r a l d begs to he ex 
cused from taking an y part in furthering 
such a proceeding. 
The people r 
Los 
A ngeles voted to adopt th e C harter, not­ 
w ith sta n d in g th a t we pointed out its de 
fects in good season. We bowed to their 
decision. 
T he people have elected a new 
set of city officers u nder the provisions of 
th a t C h a rte r by a very pronounced m a 
jority. 
W e again how to th eir decision 
an d we believe th a t th e m en w ho talk 
abont resistin g in th e courts th e installa 
tion of th e new officers are yielding to 
unw ise counsels. 
T he D em ocratic 
convention, in its 
platform , declared th a t the party was in 
favor of carrying o u t the provisions of 
th e new C h arter in th eir sp irit an d in ­ 
ten t. 
T he H e k a i.d does not believe in 
deception. 
T he party form ulated that 
declaration, th e H e r a l d accepted it at 
th e tim e as a prin cip le governing the 
p arty , and believes in keeping faith. 
It 
w as a pledge given by th e p a rty to the 
people, and th a t pledge is ju st as binding 
on it to-day in its defeat as it would have 
been had th e Dem ocratic ticket been 
elected. 
W e h av e no m ore r'g h t to 
go back 
on 
th a t 
pledge 
now 
than 
we would h ave h a d , h ad 
th e 
people 
entru sted us w ith th e new city govern­ 
m ent. 
If it w ould have been an act of 
bad faith to h av e violated th a t pledge if 
en tru sted w ith th e offices it w ould be 
equally an act of b ad faith to try to ren ­ 
der th e C h a rte r abortive because our 
party 
was n ot entrusted w ith those 
officers. 
T here are doubtless defects and provis­ 
ions of doubtful constitutionality in the 
new C h a rte r; b u t each of th ese will have 
to be passed upon b y th e C ourts when 
th ey are properly 
brought before them . 
T h ere is no w ay in w hich th e instrum ent, 
as 
a 
w hole, 
can 
be 
tested 
be­ 
fore th e C ourts, an d if th ere 
wer9, 
w e 
w ould 
n ot 
favor 
putting 
it 
to such a test. 
T he people have shown 
th a t th ey w anted th e ch arter an d the 
officers w ho h av e been elected un d er it, 
a n d we believe th a t th e form er should 
be p a t fairly on its trial, w. ile th e latter 
should be p erm itted to en ter upon th eir 
d u ties free from an y th in g like pettifog­ 
ging obstructions. 


Some people are so fastidiously nice 
and prudish th a t they w ill fight w ith art 
m erely because it holds th e “ aairror up 
to n atu re.”

Com stock, th e censor m orw n of New 
Y ork. 
H is efforts to p revent th e expos­ 
ure and circu latio n of obscene literature 
are, of course, com m endable from all 
points, and every decent m an and wo­ 
m an in the country is at h is back on th at 
proposition.

H e recently ordered a statue 
of H erm es at a charitable fair in New 
Y ork to be e ith e r clad in m odest raim ent 
or sh u t out from th e public eye. 
The 
friends of a rt a n d th e artists object to this 
ukase of th e great optical reform er. 
T hey, very n atu rally , claim th a t to en­ 
velop th eir Apollos an d M ercuries in 
pantaloons w ould be to outrage all the 
traditions of a rt, and resolve the profes 
sion of th e sculptor into th e trade of the 
com m on haberdasher. 
T here is a great 
deal of th is kin d of prudery abroad. 
A 
fanatic of

ago, 
m utilated 
every 
m ale 
statu e 
in

Palace, 
and did w hat h e could to destroy tho 
voluptuous charm s of th e V enuses and 
A riadnes on 
exhibition 
there. 
The 
picture of th e G erm an peasant woman 
palling h er h u sb an d aw ay from a finely 
chiseled fem ale effigy in an art gallery, 
paid hom age to bucolic m o d esty ; but it 
was, at th e sam e tim e, a high com pli­ 
m ent to th e im itative talen ts of the 
sculptor. 
It w as reserved for an odd 
genius of Los A ngeles county, w ho acci­ 
dentally fell upon riches an d tilled his 
gardens w ith statues, to h it upon the 
idea of im proving th em w ith colors. 
B ut ho surpassed him self w hen he or­ 
dered his fence-dauber to paint an india- 
ru b b er coat upon a little C upid, from 
th e top of w hose head a colum n of water 
sp irted an d fell in sprays over his ehoul- 
ders.

a very m uch m ore pronounced foreign 
accent th an th e subject of th is article. 
M ary S tu art was a favorite character w ith 
both of those great artistes, and the 
M ary S tu art of M odjeska is far the b etter 
im personation of th e three. 
M oJjeska, in her stage m ake-up, defies 
th e progress of age, and her beautiful 
and expressive features lend an inex­ 
pressible charm to h e r acting.

ease.

She has 
not th e panther-like fierceness and tre ­ 
m endous foreo of th e B ernhardt. 
But 
she baa a 
high, 
clear and m elting 
pathos, th e power to ennoble passages 
th a t w ould be com m onplace in inartistic 
h ands, a n d she superadds to these an 
'ntelligance, energy and wom anly sw eet­ 
ness th a t are th e height of th e histrionic 
a rt, an d th a t assure a sym m etrical and 
rounded interpretation oi th e m ost e x i­ 
gent rAles.

W a s h in g to n , M arch 2.—In th e Sen­ 
ate, to-day, pending consideration of the 
A ppropriation bill, th e conference re­ 
port on th e Postoffice A ppropriation bill 
w as presented an d agreed to. 
B herm an reported back favorably the 
H ouse jo in t resolution lo prom ote com ­ 
m ercial uuion w ith C anada. 
H e said 
E d m u u d s dissented from th e reports and 
asked unanim ous consent to take u p th e 
joint resolution for th e consideration of 
objections m ade by H ow ard and Blair. 
C onsideration of th e In d ian A ppropria­ 
tion bill w as th en resum ed. 
V est offered an am endm ent, looking to 
th e purchase of th e C herokee title to 
lands in In d ia n T erritory, bu t, on objec­ 
tion by B utler, it was ruled out of order. 
V est, how ever, proceeded to th e speak 
on tho subject. 
It w as know n to every­ 
body, h e said, th at som e solution of the 
question was necessary in th e in terest of 
peace an d justice and civilization. 
T he rem arkahle spectacle w as p re­ 
sented of 0,200,000 acres of th e public 
dom aiu h eld by a few cattle barons for 
th eir ow n purposes u nder a pretended 
contract w ith th e Cherokee Indians. T he 
am endm ent w hich h e offered proposed 
to send C om m issioners to tre a t w ith the 
In d ian s and pay th em a ju st and fair 
price for th eir land. 
C nllom said he h ad , tw o w eeks ago, 
reported from th e C om m ittee on T errito­ 
ries th e O klahom a bill, and had desired, 
every day since, to call it up for action, 
but was prevented by o ther business b e ­ 
fore th e Senate. 
H e agreed w ith V est 
th a t th e Indians h ad no sort of claim to 
th e C herokee outlet th a t w ould prevent 
th e extension of a territorial form of 
governm ent over it. 
H e believed th at 
unle8ssuch a bill was passed th ere would 
be trouble in th at region an d g reat diffi­ 
culty in protecting th e rights of th e I n ­ 
dians as well as of th e w hite people. 
B utler said he w ould not deal in term s 
of crim ination or recrim ination, but he 
would say th at, during his service in 
Congress, he h ad never know n so d is­ 
graceful, so flagrant, so sham eful, a 
lobby around th e Capitol as w as here 
this session in th e in terest of tho passage 
of th e O klahom a bill. 
T he discussion w as in terru p ted w hile 
th e conference report o n th e N aval A p­ 
propriation bill was presented and cgreed 
to, a n d was th en resum ed. 
P lu m b said 
th at th e w hole trouble about O klahom a 
had b een got up for ulterior purposes. 
It had been a contest against settlers by 
persons w ho w anted io speculate in tow n 
sites. 
H is belief was th at tho lan d s 
would be got quicker, easier and m ore in 
accord w ith national honor, by negotiat­ 
ing for th e cession of w hatever rig h ts the 
Indians had. 
T he Senate th en proceeded to vote on 
the am endm ent, w hich was to strik e out 
th e p aragraph, as passed by th e H ouse, 
providing for negotiations w ith th e C he- 
rokees for th e cession of a C herokee out­ 
let, and to substitute for it th e paragraph 
rep o rtid from th e C om m ittee on A ppro­ 
priations, w hich also provided for nego­ 
tiations, but required th e result to be re ­ 
ported to C ongress for its ratification. 
T he am en d m en t w as agreed to. 
A ll the 
other am endm ents reported by tb e com 
m ittee w ere also agreed to, and th e bill 
passed an d a conference was requested. 
T he Senate th en took a recess till 8:30. 
A llison presented th e conference repor 
on th e Sundry Civil A ppropriation bill 
and m ade an explanation.

R andall 
and C annon, of Illinois, opposed th “ 
Senate 
am endm ent because it estab­ 
lished a dangerous precedent, and w ould 
lead to likn paym ents of unearned m oney 
to th e widows of all justices and judges. 
Grosvonor replied th a t th o com m ittee 
appropriations had established th e prin 
ciple w hen it paid th e unearned salary 
of the late doorkeeper, W iutersm ith, to 
his father. 
W hite, of New Y ork, said th a t the 
Am erican people was th e m ost niggardly 
on the lace of th e globe. 
If W&ito hail 
presided in E ngland h e would h ave had
